I  have  a  little  additiongl  information  regarding  Isaac  Allan  Fraser  vvhich 
may  or  may  not  be  of  any  help. 

■''saac  Allan's  father's  name  was  Hezekiah  and  he  lived  in  Belleville  -  he 
was  probably  bom  about  1818,     He  is  listed  in  the  directory  at  Belleville 
as  being  a  carriage-maker  and  lived  at  North  Alexander  Street,  where  Isaac  Allan 
lived.     Isaac  Allan  had  a  V/agon  Works  under  his  name  located  at  Thorow  near 
Belleville  with  his  mail  address  listed  as  Belleville  P.O. 

Because  of  the  similarity  of  the  names  of  Isaac  and  Allan  in  the  Ernesttown 
and  Belleville  families,  the  proximity  of  the  two  districts,  the  fact  that  they 
are  both  U.E.  Loyalist  families,   and  the  mention  of  the  woolen  mills  makes  me  still 
believe  there  may  be  some  connection  between  these  people.     I  am  not  trying  to 
claim  relationship  between  them,   but  I  do  want  to  find  out  where  the  Belleville  Erasers 
hailed  from  and  a  bit  of  their  ancestry. 

Perhaps  in  your  extensive  file  there  may  be  a  name  Hezekiah  mentioned  -  if  so 
I  would  be  very  much  interested.

Dear  Doctor  Burleigh: 

Hei^s  your  "old  pest"  back  again,  but  this  time  I  am  not  after  information  - 
I  may  have  something  of  interest  for  3'"ou,  but  perhaps  you  may  already  have  know- 
ledge of  it. 

The  attached  letter  is  self-explanatory.  You  can  see  that  there  were  two 
U.E.  Loyalist  families  who  had  woolen  mills  by  the  name  of  Fraser,  and  there  is 
a  similarity  between  the  families  even  to  the  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
so  I  guess  it  is  imderstandable  for  me  to  have  been  "mixed  up". 

Isaac  Allan  Fraser,  I  have  found  out,  is  definitely  connected  with  the  Alexander 
Fraser  family,  and  the  Massey  connection  has  come  to  light.  One  of  the  Massey 
descendents  is  John  Massey  of  Cobourg.  I  believe  his  grandmother  was  Isaac »s  sister. 
He  has  the  Massey  family  tree  which  indicates  the  connection. 

It  still  seems  a  bit  odd  that  the  names  Isaac  and  Allan  should  have  appeared 
through  the  both  Fraser  families  of  the  two  woolen  mills.  Who  knows  perhaps  these 
two  families  are  related  after  all.  Miss  Asselstine  told  me  she  was  related  to 
Frasers  through  both  sides  of  her  family.  With  the  huge  families  produced  by  both 
I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  most  of  the  Frasers  in  Ontario  must  be  related!

Dear  Miss  Fraser, 

To-day,  Mr.  W.P.  Hlnman  of  this  town,  handed 

me  the  letter  you  had  written  to  him  under  the  date  August  1$, 
1963,  in  which  you  are  enquiring  about  the  early  Fraser  family 
who  operated  a  woollen  mill  here.  Due  to  the  fact  that  I  have 
lived  here  all  my  life  and  my  father  was  here  all  his  life  too 
Mr.  Hinman  felt  that  perhaps  I  could  supply  some  information 
for  you,  so  he  handed  me  your  letter  saying,  "You  answer  it." 

Here  is  the  story  my  father  told  me  when  I 
was  in  my  teens,  (I  am  now  age  66)  - 

"When  Mr.  Fraser  ran  the  Wojllen  Mill  here  in 
Cobourg,  he  lived  in  a  large  gray  brick  house  across  the  road 
from  the  mill.   The  mill  at  that  time  vas  powered  by  water 
power  and  there  was  a  good  sized  mill  pond  to  the  east  of  the 
Fraser  home.   There  were  twelve  children  in  the  fraser  family 
and  one  of  them  was  drowned  in  the  mill  pond.   The  Fraser  home 
was  considered  the  shovr  place  of  Cobourg.   They  had  landscaped 
grounds,  driveways,  and  horses  and  carriages." 

I  am  not  sure,  but  I  believe  that  Mr.  Fraser 
died  here  in  Cobourg.   At  any  rate  the  house  changed  hands  a 
number  of  times  over  the  years  and  finally  burned  down  in  1932. 
In  1933  I  acquired  the  land  on  which  the  old  Fraser  home  stood 
and  built  a  house  there.   When  I  received  the  Abstract  of  Title 
to  the  prooerty  I  read  where  Mary  M.  Fraser,  Widow,  had  sold 
the  property  to  William  Michael  Fox,  Priest,  on  April  18,  188?. 

Next  day,  August  21.   To-day  I  went  to  the  lo- 
cal Registry  Office  to  see  what  I  could  dig  out  of  the  old  re- 
cords. Here  is  what  I  found: 

The  Mr.  Fraser  who  lived  here  was  Alexander 
Fraser  and  his  wife  was  Mary  Mead  Fraser.  Apparently  they  got 
the  property  here  sometime  in  the  1870' s.  ks   near  as  I  could 
find  out  Mr.  Fraser  died  around  1883  and  his  widow  held  title 
to  it  until  1887.  At  the  time  she  sold  the  property  she  was 
living  in  Detroit.   As  to  the  names  of  their  children,  I  was 
unable  to  find  oun  anything,  nor  was  I  able  to  find  out  who 
Mr.  Fraser' s  parents  were. 

There  is  a  Fraser  Street  in  Cobourg  and  the 
old  book  of  Cobourg  history  says,  "It  takes  its  name  from 
Alexander  Fraser,  one-time  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
for  West  North amber land  County." 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  meagre  information 
may  be  of  some  assistance  in  your  search  for  Fraser  history.

Lamb,   4090  Beaconsfield  Avenue, 
Montreal  2B,  Que.,   but  no  Rosemary,     The  Directorj;^  lists  all  residents  of  Montreal, 
If  I  can  be  of  any  further  assistance  to  you,   don^t  hesitate  to  get  in  touch  \d.th  me. 

The  reason  -why  I  became  interested  in  Daniel  Fraser  was  because  I  lArrote  to 
the  Archives  at  Otta^<ra.  for  a  record  of  Isaac  Allan  Fraser,  my  grandfather,  who 
at  one  time  lived  at  Brooklin  because  his  son,  Albert^  was  bom  near  there.     They 
wrote  back  to  say  that  there  had  been  an  Isaac  Fraser  petitioned  for  land  near 
Brooklin  in  1801  and  that  v/as  the  only  Fraser  they  had  in  their  archives  living 
near  Brooklin,     I  obtained  a  copy  of  the  petition  and  on  it  there  is  mention  of 
Daniel  Fraser  being  the  father  of  Isaac, 

liy  father  has  been  dead  for  twenty-five  years  and  would  be  94  if  he  were  living. 
My  sister  and  myself  (twins)  were  bom  when  my  father  was  in  advanced  j^ears,   and  being 
rather  young  we  were  not  too  interested  in  our  ancestors,   but  I  do  remember  him 
saying  he  came  from  U,E,  Lojralist  stock;  mentioning  soldiers,   and  also  mentioning  the 
fact  that  his  branch  of  the  family  were  related  to  those  who  had  the  Fraser  looms  ( 
but  I  thought  they  were  the  ones  located  near  Inverness  in  Scotland.)       We  have  very 
old  photographs  of  the  Frasers.     One  of  them  has  "Isaac  Fraser,  Canada,"  written  on 
the  reverse  side,   but  unfortunately  there  is  no  indication  of  v\rfiere  this  picture  vras 
taken. 

As  I  mentioned  before,  my  father  was  bom  in  I869  near  Brooklin,   so  his  father

presumably  lived  there  too.     I  l<now  my  grandfather  was  bom  in  1843  but  am  only 
presuming  he  was  bom  in  Brooklin.       He  had  another  son  Josiah  v/ho  died  and  is 
buried  at  Campbellford  (died  1896).     They  had  a  sister  Enma  who  married  a  "Massey" 
of  the  well-lmown  I^Iassey  family.     Isaac  Allan  Fraser  is  buri.ed  in  Belleville. 

There  are  pictures  taken  of  the  Erasers  at  Brooklin,   Cobourg,   Port  Hope  and 
Belleville,   and  many  others  with  no  indication  of  where  they  were  taken. 

Perhaps,   as  you  infer,   our  family  has  no  connection  with  the  Emesttown  Frasers, 
but  the  name  Allan  and  Isaac  have  appeared  through  our  family  through  the  years  - 
my  older  brother  is  called  Allan  as  well, 

I  want  to  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  all  the  time  you  have  taken  to  help  me 
out.     There  is  an  old-timer  nearly  100  years  old  by  the  name  of  W.A.W.  Fraser  living 
at  Campbellford,     I  intend  visiting  him  in  the  hope  he  may  be  able  to  set  me  on  the 
right  track. 

It  could  be  that  one  of  Daniel* s  many  children  is  one  of  the  ancestors. 

Thank  you  again  for  your  kindness  and  consideration.     Sometime  when  I  am  in 
Kingston  I  should  very  much  like  to  visit  you  and  see  the  file  you  mentioned.

He  must  have  remained  in 

the  Brooklin  area  after  he  sold  his  property  to  Joseph  Wiley  in  1802  because  my 

grandfather,  Isaac  Allan  Fraser  and  his  son, Albert,  my  father,  were  bom  near 

BrooklLn,     Isaac  Allan  was  bom  in  1843  and  Albert  in  1869,     They  moved  to  Belleville 

and  are  buried  there.       However,   I  am  unable  to  obtain  any  record  of  Isaac  at  Brooklin 

after  1802. 
I  am  very  interested  in  seeing  the  file  on  the  Fraser  family,     I  have  a  brother, 

Gordon  E,  Fraser,  who  lives  in  Kingston  and  has  a  camp  on  Nicholson's  point.     I  do 

not  believe  he  is  as  interested  in  his  ancestors  as  I,   but  he  may  get  in  touch  >/ith 

you  -  if  he  does  you  vail  know  that  I  am  his  sister.     When  I  am  up  for  a  visit  I 

would  very  much  like  to  meet  you  and  see  the  file.       It  seems  strange,  after  all  these 

years,   Gordon  should  be  living  near  to  where  his  ancestors  lived,   having  been  bom 

in  Montreal.

Professor  G.F.G.  Stanley,   Professor  at  the  Royal  i*fi.lLtary  College  of  Canada, 
referred  you  to  me  as  a  "real  mine  of  information"  concerning  the  history  of 
United  Empire  Loyalists  of  EmestoMi  Towiship,    so  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of 
■writing  to  you  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  information  concerning  an  early  settler 
of  this  district. 

The  settler  in  question  was  named  Daniel  Fraser,  U.E.     He  lived  in  Ernestowi 
Township  during  the  early  ISOO^s,     Daniel  married  Sarah  Conklin  in  1760  and  had 
been  an  artificer  in  Colonel  Ban»s  artillery.     It  is  believed  he  died  in  1812. 

I  would  be  interested  in  kn.om.ng  if  Daniel  came  originally  from  the  State  of 
1'fi.chigan,  near  Port  Huron;     old  family  records  indicate  that  part  of  the  Fraser 
family  lived  there  during  the  1860»s  and  onwards.     Also  it  would  be  of  interest 
to  know  where  Daniel's  property  was  located  in  Ernest  own  Townshir)  and  the  names 
of  his  children.     It  is  known  that  he  had  at  least  one  son  named  "Isaac". 

Further  data  caiceming  Daniel  are  as  follows  which  may  be  of  some  help: 

Isaac,    son  to  Daniel,   petitioned  for  200  acres  of  land  located  a  short  distance 
north  of  Brooklin.     The  petition  was  granted  on  February  24th  1801  and  was  sold 
on  the  20th  of  November  1802  to  Joseph  Wiley.     It  is  believed  Isaac  had  a  son, 
Joseph,  vrfio  in  turn  fathered  Isaac,  Josiah  and  a  daughter  (v\rfio  married  a  "Massey"). 
They  remained  in  the  Brooklin  district,  operating  a  saw  mill,  until  about  1869. 
Isaac  had  a  son  Albert  -  they  moved  to  Belleville,   and  are  buried  there.     JosiaJi 
went  on  to  Campbellford  and  is  buried  there.     He  had  children  one  of  whom  was  named 

"Thelbert".

Arabia,   At  that  date,  most  of  the  Presbyterians  Y^^c 
looked  to  the  Reformed  Churches  in  that  area    ''^j^*/'' 
for  spiritual  ministrations,  as  the  only  9iltevn-k>,^\^ 
ative  was  the  Lutheran  churches.   The  nearest 
Anglican  churches  \<ieTe   at  Schenectady,  and,  later ,^ 
at  Johnstoi-m,   There  was  no  dearth  of  Prasers 
in  the  llohawk  Kslley  at  that  period.   But  nearly 
all, exKept  my  ggg  grandfather,  had  gone  to  Canada 
before  I783,   He  died  at  Johnstown  in  1782,   No 
one  knows  whether  he  would  have  gone  too  if  and 
when  he  could.

Mrs.  Gordon  Lapp  of  Meaford,  Ontario, 
has  suggested  that  I  write  you  in  connection 
with  my  effort  to  find  the  whereabouts  of  the 
graves  of  two  members  of  ray  family  who  were  in 
Jessup's  Corps/  at  the  Revolution,   '^hey/  weiB 
Captains  William  and  Thomas  Praser,  both  of 
whom  settled  aithor  in  Edwardsburgh  and  Matilda. 
They  had  extensive  holdings,  and  may  have  reached 
into  the  Bay  of  Quinte  area  too.

Following  his  graduation  from  this 
cffice.  he  received  an  lu'gent  appeal 
ivcm  a  former  Carleton  Place  resi- 
conc,  the  late  William  Bradin,  to  | 
come  to  this  town  and  start  a  Con- 
fervative  newspai|~ir,  an  invitation 
which  he  accepted,  and  early  in 
Januan,-,  1876,  he  issued  his  first 
paper,  known  at  that  time  and  for 
many  years  thereafter  as  the  Cen- 
tral  Canadian, 

In    1913   he   received   the   appoint- 
ment of  collector  of  customs  at  this  | 
port  and  disposed  of  the  newspaper 
in   April  of  that  year  to  R.  L.  Mc- 
Donald.

TOMATO  AND  MILK 

Pour  cups  strained  tomatoes,  oi 
tomato  juice;  one  and  one-half  cups 
hot  milk,  one-ihalf  teaspoonful  of 
baking  soda,  one  teaspoon  salt;  four 
tablespoons   cornstarch. 

Method;  Bring  the  tomato  juics 
to  the  boil,  add  the  salt  and  soda 
and  mix  well.

This  sketchy  farnily  tree  has  been  in  the  works  for  over  13  years  and 
was  primarily  undertaken  for  the  information  and  the  benefit  of  my 
immediate  family.   There  are  only  three  persons  in  my  fam.ily  who 
would  be  in  the  blood  line  (I  am  childless);  my  twin  sister  has  one 
son,  and  one  of  my  brothers  has  two  sons,  the  other  children  being 
adopted,  but  nonetheless  loved  as  our  own.   I  must  admit  I  have  more 
or  less  lost  the  very  ^reat  interest  I  had  at  one  time.   Since 
starting  this  project  many  things  have  tended  to  interrupt  my  search 
marriage;  work;  building  and  improving  two  homios  and  then  selling 
them;  quite  extensive  foreign  travel  in  connection  with  my  husband's 
work;  death  and  illness  in  the  families,  etc.,  juso  the  many  every 
day  occurrences  of  life  in  general.

Needless  to  say,  my  father  never  did  write  up  a  Fraser  history,  so  I 
am  sending  this  along  to  you  before  time  runs  out  on  me. 


I  began  m.y  search  in  the  Fraser  history  after  coming  across  an  old 
postcard  announcing  the  death  of  Uncle  Josiah  Fraser  from  Emma  Massey 
in  Campbell  ford,  addressing  my  father  as  Dear  Cousin  Albert.   With 
my  sister,  I  visited  the  area  and  met  Percy  Fraser  (descendent  of 
Josiah  Fraser);  Grant  Massey  (descendent  of  Esther  Fraser);  Mrs. 
Florence  Fraser  Bull  (descendent  of  John  Fraser).   These  persons 
lived  in  the  vicinity  of  Centreton,  Grafton  and  Cobourg,  some  dozen
